A shortstopping composition used in emulsion processes for preparing synthetic 
rubber latexes, the composition comprised of at least one hydrophilic alkylhydroxyl amine 
shortstopping agent and at least one hydrophobic free radical shortstopping agent which is a 
disubstituted hydroxyiaminc compound wherein the substitutions are the same and each 
substitution is a C 4 -ui alkyl.
